The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Temporalities'  Board  was  held  in 
the  office  of  Mr.  James  Tasker,  180  St.  James  Street,  Montreal, 
f>n  Tuesday,  the  14th  day  of  May,  1901,  when  there  ivere  pre- 
sent :  Mr.  Alexander  Macpherson,  Chairman ;  Rev.  Pobert 
Campbell,  D.D.,  Rev.  James  Patterson,  Eev.  John  S.  Burnet, 
and  Messr.'j.  John  L.  Morris,  K.C.,  George  M  Macdonnell,  K.C., 
James  Tasker,  and  William  Darling.

The  Aiinunl  lii.port  nf  fm  KxecutivJ' Cmniitl..,  in  tl,i. 
hands  of  the  nicmhi-rs  in  printed  form,  was  ther,  prus.'ntol  nr'd 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Miichmnull,  SMcondcd  Mr,  by  liurnet,  it'  «as 
held  m  read,  niid  w;,s  adopted,  with  instruction  thut  a  c.ipv  of 
it  be  iraiismittod  to  each  of  the  lieneHeiaries, 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  .seconded  by  Mr.  M(,nis  and 
resolved—"  That  whereas  it  hns  been  announc-d  that  there 
"  remams  nt  the  credit  of  the  Temporalities'  Hoard  ib-  sum  of 
■■four  thoaaan.l  and  .si.vtoen  .lollars  ijnd  forty-four  cents,  that 
■•after  defraying  the  cost  of  >.iana;.<eme„t  aiul  other  incidental 
■•  expenses,  the  Executive  Comndttee  be  ami  are  herebv  in- 
"  structed  to  divide  the  said  sum,  pro  rata,  am....-  the  Henefi- 
■■  claries  and  Queen's  College  at  t!,e  .'iOth  of  June  next-thereby 
"  closint;  the  Trust." 

The  Chairman  in  suitable  terms  adfhessed  a  few  iiartin- 
w.uJs  to  the  B  .ard,  tl.ankiu-  them  for  the  honour  tliey  hail 
done  him  in  su<tainin-  him  in  the  chairmanship  during  the 
past  fourteen  years:  for  the  confidence  they  liad  reposed  in 
him ;  for  their  hearty  co-operation  in  the  management  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Corporation,  i.iid  for  their  uniform  kindness  and 
courtesy  to  him.self ;  expressing  his  regret  that  their  official 
relations  to  one  another  and  to  the  Beneficiaries  were  so  soon 
to  terminate,  and  his  hearty  thanks  for  the  v.duable  services 
they  had  rendered  to  the  lioard  and  the  Church  in  devoting  so 
much  time  and  thought  to  the  business  entrusted  to  them.  "

liev.  Ih.uaU  Rnss,  of  Kingston,  in  apologizing,  for  his 
absence  expressed  hi.  regret  in  these  terms:  "  I  had  hoped  to 
"  he  convMlescent  hclore  this,  and  to  be  able  to  be  present  on  so 
'■  interesting  and  historic  an  occasion.  But.  alas !  I  must  miss

1  we 
ever  fiin,'et  Dr.  AUxamhr  Af<i''iii's<>H—lhii  '  l,'iiry|ilieii8,"  as  we 
loved  to  call  liiiii,  of  the  Synnd — the  sin^jularly  attiacl'  i  pur- 
soiialily  uhiise  name  .-tmid  liisl  in  llie  miHind  Aet  of  orlm- 
ration  of  the  linard.  im  I  !ira.  also,  in  tlii<  estimation  of  all  who 
knew  him  ;  and  /)r.  John  Cook  of  <iiii'liec,  the  Kiiniider  of  the 
lioaril— //(iv/t'  /irincffs  us  a  pnaclier,  tlieoluninii  and  |ilatfiirm 
speaker,  lint  fir  whose  disii.terete.l  patiimism  the  niii.in  of  the 
I'resliyteiian  Churches  in  (.'^mada  would  not  liave  lakeii  place 
when  it  did  ;  and  Dr.  John  liarclay  of  Toronto,  the  iireoni- 
plished  and  astute  man  of  aH'iiis  ;  and  the  saintly  Dr.  Hugh 
Urqiihart  of  Cornwall,  of  ripe  sclndaisliip,  the  inipersonatiini  of 
Ijenevolciice,  ministerial  ^r.'ico  and  di^'iiity  ;  ami  Dr.  Alexander 
Spence  of  Ottawa — seeoml  to  none  in  his  staniich  adherence  to 
Presbyterian  polity,  and  exci^Hini;  all  his  lir.  thieu  in  his  ■;,iier- 
ous  licnefactioiis  to  tlie  sehonies  of  tlie  Church  ;  and  what  more 
need  he  said  of  Professor  John  Macketras  than  that  he  wa.s 
known  auiony  us  then,  and  is  remembered  now,  as  "  The  beloved 
Disciple;"  and  Dr.  William  Snodgrass,  the  model  pastor, 
model  clerk  of  Synod,  and  nioilel  rriucipal  of  Queen's  College, 
Kinijston — sole  survivor,  to-day,  of  the  first  Company  of  Corpo- 
rators ;  and  his  brilliiut  successor  in  the  pastorate  of  St.  Tuul's 
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Church,  Montreal,  Dr.  John  Jenkins— ithoaa  fame  is  in  nil  the 
churches  ?  No.  we  Ciinii.it  f.irget  the:ii ;  meu  like  these  never 
die. 

"And  among  the  kymen  who  have  rendered  important  service 
to  the  Board  and  the  Cliurch  at  large  we  recall  names  of  equal 
eminence— Sir  Huj;h  Allan— the  man  who  did  more,  perha^ia, 
than  any  of  his  contemporaries  to  promote  the  commiircial 
interests  of  Canada ;  who  also  f.iimd  time  to  devote  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Church  of  hi«  choice  ;  and  Thomas  I'aton,  gifted  with 
exceptional  financial  ability,  whose  admirable  qualities  of  head 
and  heart  gained  for  him  the  enviable  sobriquet  of  Nathaniel 
— "  An  Israelite,  indeed,  in  whom  is  no  guile  " ;  and  John 
Oreenshields,  the  exemplary  Elder  and,  par  excellence,  '■  The 
ministers'  friend"— a  member  of  the  B..Hrd  from  its  inception 
till  the  day  he  died,  whose  time,  influence  and  money  nert 
given  without  stint  to  maintiin  and  extend  its  usefulness;  and 
Hon.  Alexander  Morris,  the  eminent  juiist  and  far-seeing 
statesman;  the  genial  and  wise  Judge  Dennistoun,  too,  of 
Peterborough  ;  and  William  Darling,  of  Montreal— long  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  and  during  ten  years  its  Chairman,  whose 
aptitude  for  business  was  not  more  conspicuous  than  his  readi- 
ness at  all  times  to  make  it  subservient  to  the  interests  of  the 
Fund  and  all  connected  with  it ;  and  James  Michie,  of  Toronto, 
the  princely  philanthropist — in  his  muniticent  benefactions  to 
this  and  other  Boards  and  benevolent  agencies—"  The  noblest 
Roman  of  them  all."  Notable  men  all  of  them  were,  whose 
names  will  be  had  in  everlasting  remembrance.  They  rest  from 
their  labours,  "  and  their  works  do  follow  them." 


Speaking  to  the  toast  of  "Absent  Friends,"  Mr.  Macdonnell 
in  well-chosen  words  referred  to  the  valued  services  respect- 
ively rendered  by  Mr.  Andrew  Allan,  for  some  years  Chairman 
of  the  Board,  Mr.  D.  B.  Maclennan,  and  Eev.  Dr.  Eoss  who, 
though  unavoidably  prevented  from  taking  part  in  these  pro- 
ceedings, were,  he  felt  sure,  in  full  sympathy  with  what  had 
been  said  and  done.  And  then  .  .  .  there  had  but  to  be 
spoken  the  last  word— FAREWELL  '
